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The Olds Election 

Both Premier Manning and _ Liberal 
Leader Harper Prowse expressed gratifica- 
tion at the results of the Olds byelection.

Actually, it’s anybody’s guess as to which 
way the wind is blowing, with only one bye- 
election to act as a weather-cock. It seems 
to us that under Mr. Prowse’s leadership the 
Liberals are fast becoming the recognized 
second party in the province. The party 
has a five-member Alberta representation in 
the Ottawa house, a big improvement over 
the previous general election. It is expected 
the next provincial election will be held in 
1952 and a continuation of this trend to Lib- 
eralism in Alberta may upset a few political

Flying the Wounded 
Home 


Canadian Army units embarking for ac- 
tion in Korea may see plenty of it. The 
Chinese Communists can apparently supply 
an unending stream of fighting men for 
*months or years to come, backed by Com- 
munist ideology, Russian arms and the age- 
old Chinese ability to propagate faster than 
famine, war or pestilence can destroy. It 


has been estimated that if an army marching 
out of China were to passa given point, four 
abreast, at quick-march pace, day and night, 
without stopping to eat or sleep, they would 
never all pass that point. With a population 
of 400,000,000 enough children are born, and 
enough reach military age to keep the supply 
of soldiers inexhaustible. 

How good they are as fighting men is 
another story. We don’t know the answer to 
that, not yet. How many would die, unattend- 
ed on the battle field, would in a callous man- 
ner of speaking, seem inconsequential. But 
how many of our Canadian boys are brought 
back to health after being wounded or taken 
sick is a matter of vital importance to us. 


No doubt ararngements have already | 


been made to fly wounded Canadian soldiers 
back home. The United States Army reports 
that the men wounded in Korea, who are 
being returned to this continent for hospital- 
ization “are coming back in better shape 
than in World War II.” 

The U.S. Air Force reports that in August 
1,378 patients were flown from Japan and 
Korea to this country. These included battle 
casualties as well as other injured and ill 
persons. C-97’s that are being used for trans- 
port carry fifty patients and attendant nurses 
and, because of greater flying range, take a 
shorter route across the Pacific. On the 
average, the big planes take thirty-seven 
hours to reach the west coast. 

The airplane has become a mighty wea- 
pon of warfare but in this instance, at least, 
it serves the cause of humanity. It would be 
impossible to imagine the reaction of soldiers 
a generation ago to the suggestion that, in 
the future, men wounded in battle would be 
carried through the air for thousands of 
miles for hospitalization. 
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Will Laws Cure 
Alcoholics?

Those who read my article in this coluntfn last 
week will know what type of drinker is termed an 
alcoholic, 

Once a man becomes an alcoholic, he remains 
one for the rest of his life whether or not he ever 
quits drinking. For an abstaining alcoholic is always 
susceptible to the disease and must remain forever 
on his guard. : 

Yes, alcoholics are actually sick people. Alco- 
holism is a disease, For other diseases we prescribe 
medical treatment. For alcohols 
ism we legally have’ only ineffec- 
tive laws designed to prevent 
the patient from getting the stuff 
or to throw him into a prison 
cell as a common rogue. 


Interdicts 
x4 By getting a legal order to 
restrain barkeepers from serving 
known alcoholics whom they rec- 


ognize, wives and mothers hope 
to keep their men sober. Actually, 


this is a good law—as far as it 
goes. There are also laws against 
non-interdicts buying liquor on behalf of those 
on the “Indian list’’ but if an alcoholic wants to 
get liquor there are usually enough of his so-called 
“friends” ‘unkind enough to break the law for him. 


Criminals 

Then, too, there is nothing to stop an interdict 
from driving to the next town where he is not 
known and buying all the beer he can consume. 
Hotel men are supposed to refuse to serve a patron 
who is showing signs of inebriation ,but it’s pretty 
hard often to tell when an alcoholic is drunk or 
sober. 

Actually the regulations against supplying alco- 
holics with alcohol are quite ineffective, because

when a drunkard wants to drink he'll get the stuff. 


by fair means or foul. 

So, because our patient gets more liquor to 
satisfy his craving, because he is sick and unable 
to drink like a normal, well person, we arrest him, 
put him behind bars for a short time, ‘and. then 
release him again to crave, drink, get drunk and 
be arrested: again in an unending circle of human 
despair. soe ad 

I do believe we need much better enforcement 
of the laws governing liquor control. But all such 
laws being restrictive are purely negative in their 
value. 

What the alcoholic needs is not less liquor be- 
cause someone tells him he shouldn’t have it, but 
none at all, because he himself realizes that he 
is an alcoholic, and cannot, under any circumstances, 
take another drink. 

Next week I will discuss a group of alcoholics 
who have been able to remedy their condition by 
totally abstaining—because each has the firm con- 
viction and will do it, with the help of a Higher 
Power than themselves,

New County Act Will Affect 
Educational, Municipal Affairs 


By W. R. Sinclair 
(Condensed from the Albreta School Trustee) 
The County Act came into force on July 1, 1950. When 
implemented its provisions will have a great effect upon the 
local admfnistration of eductation, municipal hospitals, and 


municipal affairs generally. 
The new legislation is design- 
ed to consolodate the local admin- 
istration of municipal affairs, 
municipal hospitals and education 
within the confines of an area to 


be known as a county into the 
hands of a new group, the county 
council, and its committees. 

It provides for the formation of 
not more than four counties. The 
Lieutenant Governor in Council 
is to form a county only after 
having received a resolution to 
that effect from the council of a 
municipality or from the board 
of a school division which forms 
a major part of the area to be 
designated as a county. Four 
years after the county has been 
formed, a plebiscite ks to be 
taken among its electors to ascer-

COAL INDUSTRY 
LOOKS AHEAD 


Coal fields of Alberta, which 
contain more than half of the 
coal reserves of Canada, must find 
new markets if the industry is to 
stay healthy. 


This was the theme of coal 
delegates at the recent annual 
western meeting of the Canadian 
Institute of Mining and Metal- 
lurgy. 

Hon. N. Tanner, Alberta’s min- 
ister of mines and minerals, said 
that increased frieght rates would 
be a most serious development 
from the industry’s point of view. 
According to present indications, 
the rate per ton for coal moving 
from Alberta to Ontario is due 
to go up $2.35 next March and the 
same amount again the following 
March.

Wingate Raider Arrives 
To Settle In Alberta 


Harry Lineker, a member of the famed Wingate Raiders 
who saw action in Burma during the late war, has arrived 
from England to settle in Edmonton. He is staying with H. 


Lame, of 9542 98 st. 

Serving with the Grenadier 
Guards from 1939, Mr. Lineker 
transferred in 1943 to the Com- 
mandoes and was sent to the east 
to teach guerrila tactics to the 
Chinese. 

This did not materialize and 
his company was sent to Burma, 
where their work was demolition 
behind enemy lines and hit and 
run raids. Their only contact with 
the Allies was by portable wire- 
less. 

Three months after they had 
been* behind enemy lines the 
Japanese increased their vigilance 
to such an extent that it was 
impossible to get supplies dropped 
to them by airplane. By this time 
they were also unable to get back 
through enemy  lipes. 

They existed on berries, monkey 
meat, and whatever else they 
were able to get from the land. 

A chance, unknown entry into

China allowed them to escape to 
Allied lines. They travelled in a 
8,000-mile loop, finally entering 
Northern Burma and reaching the 
British at Fort Hurst. Of the 42 
who had gone behind the Japa- 
nese line only eight arrived at 
Fort Hurst. 

Mr. Lineker stated that he 
found the farms between Calgary 
and Edmonton “very interesting.”

Ergot. The ergot disease of grain 
particularly of rye, barley 
sar Wines: is well-known to most 
farmers. It is caused by a fungus 
(mold). The large, purplish to black, 
horn-like bodies (ergots), which 
develop in the heads of diseased 
plants and are quite conspicuous 
in the grain, are poisonous 
to man and livestock. Every care 
should be taken, therefore, to re- 
move the ergotized kernels from 
grain that is to be used for human 
or livestock consumption. Any grain 
feed which contains 0.1% or more 
of ergot is considered a source of 
danger to livestock. Moreover, as 
a very small concentration of ergot 
in feed may cause abortion, ergotized 
material. should be excluded com- 
pletely from the rations of mares, 
cows, sows and ewes. Don’t take
